Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1940.  This  report  has  been  compiled  on  the  lines  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  is  again  in  an  abridged  form 
as  requested  by  Circular  No.  2067. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  Dr.  Preston 
acted  as  Temporary  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  commenced 
duties  in  June,  about  the  time  when  the  first  contingent  of 
evacuees  arrived  in  the  District.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  report  that  although  the  population  of  the  area  was 
suddenly  increased  especially  the  child  population,  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  generally  has  continued  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year  compare  very  favourably  with  surroun¬ 
ding,  districts  .  Your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
continued  to  be  well  attended  throughout  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committees,  the  Officials,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

COCKROACHES .
